HOW MANY? Not more than your brooder house will properly 
handle—be sure of sufficient room for brooder, feeders, waterers, 
exercise. 

WHAT SEX? Unsexed is the cheapest way to buy chicks. If your 
accommodation will only hold sufficient to fill your laying 
house—then buy pullet chicks. (Unsexed is practical even for 
broilers or fryers). 

WHAT DATE? Depends on the kind of brooder and brooder house 
you have. If you have a good building then the earlier the better 
(February or March). Early birds are past the danger stage 
before seeding starts—they are raised more economically and 
develop well because they can take advantage of early green 
grass—your cheapest feed. Cockerels are ready for earliest 
market and pullets laying in late summer and fall in the scarce 
egg period. Brooders are easier to regulate in cool weather than 
when it is too changeable later on.

Don’t wait until your chicks arrive. 
Make preparations beforehand. 
Locate your brooder house on clean 
ground. Thoroughly wash and dis¬ 
infect the brooder house. Start your 
brooder stove and run it two days 
before chicks arrive. Check to see 
thermostat is working properly. 
Cover floor with a coarse dry litter. 
Place filled water fountains and 
feeders in position, also chick guard 
(read instructions—first two days). 


should settle down in a circle just 
outside the canopy. Keep a pan of 
water on the stove for moist air. 
Avoid crowding. Allow six square 
inches per chick during first month. 
To keep chicks near heat, set up a 
guard of cardboard or chicken net¬ 
ting to form a ring around the 
brooder. Cover this guard with 
sacks to prevent floor draughts. 
Have Ful-O-Pep Chick Starter ready 
in feeders or on flats when chicks 
arrive. Over this sprinkle some Ful-
